The Particulars of the above MURDER te 
„ "Po 4 follow: 
Perkins had been the preceding day to Canterbury 


on buſineſs, on his return home in the afternoon called 
at the Roſe, in Wincheap-ſtreet, where Storey (who 
lived as waggoner's mate with Mr. Sankey, at Milton, 
near Chartham) and he drank together, having known 
each other for ſome time ; about half after eight they 
went away on their road home, but ſtopt at the next 
Public-houſe (the King's-head) and called for a pint of 
deer; when they had drank it, Storey ſaid to the other, 
Perkihs pay for this pint & I'll pay you again, the other 
complied and went away alone. £ a few minutes after

. Followed, came up with Perkins in the firſt field, had a 
few words with him, and on the braw of the next field,
